The identification of the hand- 


writing has been called by the 
prosecutors one of their strongest 
links in the chain of evidence 
through which they hope to send 
Hauptmann to the electric chair 
for the murder of the baby. 


The first ransom note was on 


the window sill of the Lindbergh 
nursery, and was left when the 
baby was taken. The state con- 
siders this direct evidence that 
Hauptmann was the man who 
climbed up a ladder, entered a 
window and grabbed the baby. 


The baby, the state has charged, 


was killed as the ladder broke 
with it and the kidnaper on the 
way down.

for care of the aged and indigent. 


The plan also would set up a

Nov. 7. The bonds included se- 
curities of the Pure Oil Co., fed- 
eral farm mortgage bonds and a 
$50 Fourth Liberty loan bond.

WILL BE SAME 


Haynes To Ask At Least 


Million and Half For 


February. 


Nebraska's federal relief 
ad- 


ministration will ask for at least 
$1,500,000 for February, Rowland 
Haynes, state administrator, said 
Friday. This is less than the Jan- 
uary allotment of nearly $2.000,- 
000 by the $400,000 spent during 
that month for meat processing. 


Haynes said his estimate of 


February needs, which he would 
probably have definitely 
fixed 


Saturday, would include about the 
same amounts for general and 
drouth relief and rural rehabili- 
tation as asked in January. 


He pointed out that relief offi- 


cials have been advised that 
farmers are not selling their cat- 
tle to the government under the 
drouth purchase program and that 
Nebraska's quota probably will 
not be filled. 


W. W. Derrick, in charge of cat- 


tle purchasing, said that many 
farmers are holding their cattle 
because of good weather and the 
prospect for higher market prices 
and expect to sell them in the 
spring. None of the $280,000 allot- 
ted Nebraska a few days ago for 
cattle purchasing has been spent 
and part of it probably will be 
.urned back to federal authorities. 
The allotment would purchase 
about 20,000 head, he estimated. 


Few Buying: At Depots. 


Haynes also revealed that few 


farmers are purchasing feed from 
government relief depots and that 
;he government had stopped its 
purchases. Approximately $1,000,- 


000 worth of livestock feed is now 
on hand or contracted for Haynes 
said, and the revolving fund will 
not be increased until more de- 
mand for feed is made. H. J. 
Gramlich. former head of the cat- 
tle 
purchasing 
prosrnm, 
had 


stated that n revolving fund of 
$2.000.000 would be needed to 
crry Nebraska livestock through 
the winter. 


"Agricultural leaders have told 


me that the feed supply here will 
disappear rapidly with the coming 
of bad weather," Haynes said. 


He also said he had not received 


any- 
definite 
information 
from 


Washington for the federal-coun- 
ty setup after unemployable? are 
taken from federal relief rolls and 
returned to the counties.

Lincoln, O m a h a Banks 


D e c 1 ining Further 
Payment on Funds. 


On top of the trouble he is 


having over his official bond, 
State Treasurer Hall has been 
notified by six banks in Lincoln 
and Omaha that on and after 
April 1 they will cease paying 
interest on state funds deposited 
with them. The banks agree to 
carry these deposits until the 
date specified and will continue 
paying interest at the rate of 2 
per cent, as fixed by law, during 
the interim. 


They collect back from the 


state a service charge of 1 per 
cent a year on daily balances in 
its accounts, so that the net in- 
terest •return on the present ar- 
rangement is l.per cent. 


Conditions of the g e n e r a l 


money market and the extremely 
low return on government bonds, 
in which banks have much of 
theur money invested at this time; 
are cited by three institutions in 
Lincoln and three in Omaha as 
reasons why they cannot afford 
to retain the state's deposits on 
the existing basis. 


"It looks as though the law re- 


quiring me to collect at least 2 
per cent interest on state funds 
will have to be changed by the 
legislature," Hall said. "This of- 
fice cannot get along without 
checking accounts in the two 
large cities." 


He thinks that a reduction of 


the interest rate to 1 per cent, 
thus exactly balancing the service 
charges, would be satisfactory to 
the banks and would induce 
them to continue as state de- 
positories.

The FHA home modernizing 


campaign is to be renewed here 
on a scale which John G. Aldrich, 
new administrator for Lancaster 
county, hopes will result in com- 
plete co-operation on the part of 
banking houses and building and 
loan associations, he said Friday. 


The drive will be inaugurated 


•with displays in the show win- 
dows of the Herpolsheuner build- 
ing at the southeast corner of 
Twelfth and N. Material dealers 
are making ready to set up their 
displays which will include every- 
thing needed for any phase of 
home modernizing. 


The building will be open every 


day, and evenings until 10 o'clock, 
Mr. Aldrich' said. The supply 
dealers will have representatives 
there 
to 
explain 
costs 
and 


methods of obtaining loans. They 
also will be able to assist pro- 
spective purchasers to plan their 
improvements at a minimum of 
cost. 


Hopes to Push Drive. 


If there is any way to revive 


mortgage lending in Lincoln and 
start building 
on the upward 


trend, it is the purpose of Mr. Al- 
drich to do it, he declared. "Re- 
vival of building is one of our 
best opportunities to lead the na- 
tion into a settled normal business 
condition," he added, "and I hope 
Lincoln will take the lead in Ne- 
braska.

fered an injury on July 8. 1933 
tvhcn a rag suddenly came loose, 
struck him on the surface of the 
eye "fthile he was working in a 
sewer.

Hundreds Arriving From 


United States for Sun- 


day Plebiscite. 


SAARBRUECKEN, Saar Basin 


Territory. Jan. 11—(AP)—Thou- 
sands of "imported" voters flocked 
into the Saar basin territory today 
to cast their ballots in Sunday's 
plebiscite 


They 
came 
from 
Germany, 


France, Asia and Africa, North 
and South America—former Saar- 
landers qualified to participate in 
the portentous election because 
they lived in the territory on 
June 28, 1919, the day the treaty 
of Versailles became effective. 


Fifty-five thousand were ex- 


pected from abroad before the 
polls close Sunday night. Rep- 
resenting 10 per cent of the total 
vote, they may hold the fate of 
the plebiscite. 


Nine special trains brought the 


vanguard of 48,000 Germans mob- 
ilized to swell the vote in favor 
of the territory's reunion with 
the reich. The main body of Ger- 
man supporters, 48 tram loads, 
will roll into Saarbruecken's con- 
gested railway station tomorrow. 


France Sending 5,000. 


France is sending a contingent 


of 5,000, among them a dozen 
foreign legionnaires from African 
outposts. 


More than 600 have checked in 


from the United States, with oth- 
ers on their way. 


Meanwhile the 900 neutrals who 


will rule the election precincts 
were ready to assume their deli- 
cate task. The plebiscite commis- 
sion has clothed them with abso- 
lute authority to 
disenfranchise 


any voter who betrays his inten- 
tions and to arrest those who may 
reveal how they cast their ballots. 


The "German front" cancelled 


plans to welcome the incoming 
voters after communists spoiled a 
reception yesterday by putting on 
a counter demonstration of their 
own. 


News of the plebiscite's result 


—whether it favors reunion with 
Germany, joining France or con- 
tinued League of Nations admin- 
istration—will be broadcast to the 
world at about 9 a. m. Tuesday, 
plebiscite officials announced to- 
day. The broadcast originally was 
scheduled for Monday night, but 
now it is believed that the count- 
ing will take longer than was at 
first envisaged.

PRYOR OUTLINES 
LABOR PROGRAM 


8-Hour Day for Workers 


In State Institutions 
Will Be Advocated. 


Two of the major issues to be 


discussed here Saturday at a 
meeting of 
the heads of labor 


unions from all over the state will 
be a reduction in hours of state 
institution employes and a policy 
of awarding state contracts to the 
most "advantageous bidder." 


According to Britt Pryor, Lin- 


coln, president of the Nebraska 
state Federation of Labor, who 
called the meeting, out of the dis- 
cussion will come a bill that labor 
will seek to put through the legis- 
lature. 
Pryor said a number of 


lobbyists would be chosen for the 
job and their names announced 
later. "It looks favorable for the 
introduction of some sort of bill 
but the exact contents of course 
will not be determined until after 
Saturday." 


Nebraska Bidder. 


Pryor explained that advantage- 


ous bidder meant a contractor who 
is a Nebraska resident. "It is only 
natural to think of a Nebraska 
contractor as in an advantageous 
position. He would use Nebraska 
labor, Nebraska material and the 
profit would stay in Nebraska. In 
other states outside bidders have 
to add 10 per cent to bids but in 
Nebraska they come in just like 
Nebraska contractors." 
He said 


advantageous 
bidder 
does 
not 


necessarily mean low bidder. 


"There is a million dollars worth 


of machinery lying around the 
state now, rusting away and thou- 
sands of men without jobs." We 
believe an advantageous 
bidder 


policy would help reduce this," 
Pryor said. 


Pryor said an 8 hour day would 


be asked in the bill for state in- 
stitution employes. 
There are 


1,100 
now employed in the 17 


state instituions and most of them 
..working 12 hours a day. In re- 
ducing hours to 8 a day 300 more 
jobs would be created. 


Kavanaugh Approves. 


The idea of the 8 hour day was 


approved immediately when 
brought to the attention of War- 
den Dan Kavanaugh at the state 
penitentiary. 
The state prison 


employes more than 80, most of 
whom, are guards, and is one of 
the largest institutions in the state. 


"Eight hours is long enough for 


our men 
to work," Kavanaugh 


said. We find a man's efficiency 
lowers toward the end of a 12 
hour day and a working day that 
long is especially hard at night 
when a guard must answer flash 
signals every 15 minutes. 
While 


I believe in economy with regard 
to state expenditures, in view of 
President Roosevelt's appeal to 
create jobs through reducing hours 
and in view of the 
tendency 


toward increased efficiency, I be- 
lieve the 8 hour day out here 
would be justified." 


At the state hospital Dr. D. G. 


Griffiths, superitnendent, stated 
that while he thought the idea of 
shorter hours was workable he had 
no opinion to offer. 
"A great 


many of our 155 employes here 
such as stenographers, fjjemen, 
mechanics and outside help do not 
work over eight hours a day now. 
Attendants inside, however, work 
12 hours a day, including time out 
for meals. If an eight hour day 
were established it would mean 
building a separate dormitory here 
for employes to live in," he said.

Ad- 
dressing Nebraska post command- 
ers, adjutants and service officers 
at ajsanquet, Belgrano said pay- 
ment of the adjusted service cer- 
tificates would aid business by 
restoring the purchasing power of 
veterans. 


He reviewed four resolutions 


passed at the legion's national 
convention at Miami and incor- 
porated into the Legion's legis- 
lative program. 


"The first resolution recom- 


mends the immediate payment of 
the adjusted service certificates, 
commonly misnamed the bonus, at 
full face value as part of the 
federal government's established 
program for relief and economic 
recovery. I stand squarely behind 
that resolution, and in doing so 
I am not compromising with my 
business conscience. 


Government Spending:. 


' As an expedient for hastening 


recovery, for priming the ma- 
chinery of business, and for meet- 
ing relief requirements, our gov- 
ernment is spending billions of 
dollars. These expenditures neces- 
sarily are increasing the national 
debt. In view of these circum- 
stances, the legion says that now, 
if ever, is the time to pay off 
this debt. It must be paid some 
time, so why not now, when 
s p e n d i itfg is a governmental 
policy? 


"The foundation of good busi- 


ness is good credit, as I have 
pointed 
out m my addresses 


throughout 
the 
country. 
The 


money due the veterans of the 
World war on the adjusted serv- 
ice certificates would be used to 
satisfy bills at the corner grocery 
store, would help to pay rents 
that are long past due and would 
go to hard pressed merchants to 
discharge the accounts of harder 
pressed veterans. In short, the 
money derived from the immedi- 
ate payment of the certificates 
would quickly find its way into 
every channel of business and 
trade, and would be distributed 
e q u a l l y 
and 
automatically 


throughout the country. 


To Stimulate Business. 


"If the 3,531,866 World war 


veterans, who hold 
certificates, 


are so over their heads in debt 
that they must use the entire 
amount due them to pay their 
ftills, what greater stimulus could 
there be for business than to re- 
store to business this vast po- 
tential purchasing power? 


"I do not say that the govern- 


ment's policy is right or wrong," 
he said "Politics will have no 
place in my administration as 
national commander of the Ameri- 
can Legion.

"The second resolution provides

The Legion holds that this is a 
solemn obligation of the federal 
government, and not a burden to 
be turned over to the states, local 
communities or private charity. 


For Universal Device. 


"The third resolution demands 


the enactment into law of the 
American Legion plan for uni- 
versal service in time of war, 
providing for the conscription of 
capital, industry, and manpower 
and the use of each in the service 
of the nation without special 
preference or profit. The adoption 
of this plan not only will be an- 
other deterrent to war but if war 
should come it will remove the 
injustices which were suffered by 
the men who bore the brunt of 
battle in the World war. 


"The fourth resolution provides 


for an adequate national defense 
as outlined in the report to the 
national convention at Miami by 
our committee on national defense. 
Although we are first in wealth, 
we are 17th in the numerical 
strength of our army. We de- 
mand an adequate national de- 
fense, not to foster war but to 
give us every assurance of con- 
tinued peace on this continent. 


"Our Americanism program is 


one Tor you and I to put into 
force,'' he added. "Aside from 
laws to strengthen our immigra- 
tion, naturalization and deporta- 
tion statutes, :t needs no legisla- 
tion.''

Schmidt of Wahoo instructing the 
state union board of directors to 
attend the 1935 national conven- 
tion and pay dues. 


Committee Continued. 


It then passed a motion con- 


tinuing the committee of 14 and 
giving it full power to act on the 
question of dues and reaffiliation. 
H. G. Keeney, unanimously re- 
elected president for his eleventh 
term, said the action left the door 
open for Nebraska to apply for 
readmission to the national body 
this year "should

In that struggle he had been a source of tremen- 
dous strength to his own native land, and to the 
mother country. Destiny picked him up and cast 
him in the role of one of the leading statesmen in 
that troublesome postwar period. Nature quali- 
fied him magnificently for his task, giving him the 
breadth of sympathy to expound eloquently a doc- 
trine of broad humanitarianism. 


But what inspired Smuts to utter those words 


was the spectacle of toppling monarchs; the sweep- 
ing changes in forms of government; the tidal wave 
which engulfed Europe and wiped out traditions 
and conceptions that had prevailed for more than 
ten long centuries against every test and challenge 
imposed. Indeed, civilization had folded its tents

Douglas county, 
in which the issuance of distress warrants has 
been suspended for a number of years, is resuming 
the procedure, and it is stated that the first levies 
will be upon automobiles, where those in arrears 
are the owners of such property. 


As a matter of fact it is seldom necessary for the 


sheriff to make a levy when it is known that the 
distress warrant has been issued and that the offi- 
cer means business. Those who for one reason or 
another have failed to pay their taxes arrange to 
do so immediately, and the matter ends there. 


Another objection to the bill is that it provides 


an arbitrary procedure and in some cases might 
work a hardship and cost the public more than 
the tax amounted to. Many make their living by 
the use of cars or trucks, and, deprived of them 
might .become public charges. 
If the machinery 


which now exists for the collection of delinquent 
personal taxes is utilized, there will be no diffi- 
culty.

Peterson Tells Points 


To Avoid in Pensions, 
Employment Insurance 


Indicating a belief in old age 


pensions and unemployment In- 
surance, C. Petrus Peterson de- 
elaied at the luncheon of the Lions 
club at the chamber of commerce, 
that any legislation that may be 
enacted providing such benefits 
should not "hold out false hopes." 


Old age pensions and employ- 


ment insurance amount to nothing 
more than making sacrifices at the 
present time to provide benefits 
for the future, Mr Peterson de- 
clared. 
Primarily the 
benefits 


should be created voluntarily by 
those who will receive them. In 
the event they are not willing to 
make the voluntary sacrifice free- 
ly, then it should be made com- 
pulsory. 


As in the case of old age pen- 


sions, the speaker declared, many 
advocates of employment insur- 
ance have been holding out false 
hopes, by using the phase "Unem- 
ployment insurance." They should 
use the term, "unemployment re- 
serves", he said. At the same time 
it also should be made clear that 
no insurance plan that can be 
devised will ever meet fully de- 
mands that will arise during a de- 
pression as unparalleled as the one 
from which we are just emerging. 


Before any law is passed it 


should have the honest scrutiny of 
every intelligent person, Mr. Peter- 
son said.

HUGE U. S. FUND " 
TO BUY UP POOR 
LAND PROPOSED 


Resources Board Favors 
Retiring 450,000 Unpro- 


ductive Farms. 


Movement of Urban Un- 
employed Into Commer- 
cial Farming Opposed. 
WASHINGTON, 
Jan. 11—(/P)—- 


A huge program to spend $675.- 
000,000 in buying up poor land 
and retiring it from farm produc- 
ion was recommended to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today by the na- 
tional resources board. 


The purchasing would be ex- 


tended over 15 years, 5,000,000 
acres being bought each year at 
an annual cost of $45,000,000. 


This 
farm 
land, 
comprising 


450,000 farms, should be with- 
drawn 
from 
agriculture, the 


board said "in order that both the 
natural and human resources of 
the nation may be conserved." 


The 
report, drawn by 
the 


board's land planning committee, 
was supplementary to the board's 
earlier 
study—which 
President 


Roosevelt told congress would 
guide the expenditure of four bil- 
lion dollars in his new work- 
making program. 


It urged that the federal gov- 


ernment and fiie states take 
steps to prevent further settle- 
ment of lands so ,joor that occu- 
pancy is "clearly contrary to the 
public interest." It turned thumbs 
down on. any "substantial move- 
ment of unemployed people from 
urban areas into commercial ag- 
ricuicure." 


, 
No City Farmers. 


"It is imperative," it said, "that 


the problem of industrial em- 
ployment be solved in other ways 
than by trying to make farmers 
out of urban unemployed. 
It 


urged care in irrigation and other 
reclamation plans to make sure 
they are economically feasible. 


Land to be retired, the commit- 


tee suggests, may be added to the 
national forests, 
or leased to 


states for wild life refuges, parks 
and the like. 
For the Indians, it is suggested 


that provision be made for 
"ad- 


ditions to now available Indian 
lands sufficient 
to 
provide for 


those willing to assume the neces- 
sary responsibilties of land use; 
and adequate system of credit, 
and an educational system de- 
signed to fit them for operating 
land. 


"The 
responsibility 
of the 


United States should not be to 
continue to support the Indians, 
but to give them an opportunity 
to work out a more satisfying 
life."
